MR. SIFTON OPENS HIS 
CAMPAIGN 


Hon. Mr. Sifton opens his campaign 
‘at Irma, the home of his opponent, 
Mr. Clark, this evening. The Capital 
has arranged to keep its readers in- 
formed throughout the progress of 
the contest, which promises to be of 
decided interest. That the electors 
of Vermilion will be led astray by 
the line of criticism which the Con- 
‘servative organization is directing to- 
wards the new Premier, we do not for 
a single moment believe. The article 
from Toronto Saturday Night, pub- 
lished on this page yesterday, was an 
admirable statement of his position. 
Mr. Sifton has made a genuine sacri- 
fice in assuming the responsibilities of 
the premiership at this particular time 
and is entitled to something different 
from the abuse that he is being swhb- 
jected to. No one who knows hiin can 
be. in any doubt but he will prove a 
strong, safe leader and a ‘most capable 
and farsighted administrator. ‘The 
people of Vermilion have an oppor- 
tunity of doing the province as a whole 
the most genuine service ‘in returning 
him by such a majority as will ma- 
teriaHy strengthen his hands in the 
great task that he is undertaking.

The following is from the Clares- 
hoim Review: 

“James ‘Holden of Vegreville, one 
of the (Cushing Liberals appeared on 
the platform with Premier Sifton as 
tangible evidence that the so-called 
insurgents were willing to give the 
new Premier every opportunity to lift 
the Liberal party from the “hole” and 
weld it into one indivisible whole. Mr.

No one who was 
present during the sittings of the 
Legislature can honestly deny that it 
was Mr. Bennett's speech which was 
the strongest factor in reducing the 
government’s majority and in the 
course of that effort he undertook to 
prove that making the most ample al- 
lowance the proposed road could not 
secure more than 226 cars of freight 
in a single year.

THE ALBERTA CROP SITUA- 
TION 


Under date of June 16, the Winni- 
peg Free Press presents these crop 
reports from _Alberta points: 

Red Deer—Height of wheat, 10 
inches. Crops not later than last year. 
No set-back; condition very fair. Bar- 
ley seeding completed end of May. 
All crops are up. Snowstorm of 5 
inches June ist did incalculable good, 
Heavy rain Sunday, crops not suffer- 
ing, but can stand more rain, Mo 
flax. 

Wetaskiwin—Wheat in this district 
5 in high and having no set back is 
earlier than last year. Oat crop olso 
looking good. Barley seeding com- 
pleted about June 1, and all crop 
in. Snow and rain of past month 
equai to 1% inches of rain, and none 
needed at present. Not much flax 
sown in this district. Wetaskiwin dis- 
trict crops never looked better. 

Leduc—Fall wheat a foot higii,while 
spring wheat 1s about six inches, ful- 
ly fifty per cent better than at this 
date last year No set-back, condi- 
tion eveellent. Barley seeding com- 
pleted about May 25 and all up. Lack 
of rain not felt, but could stand more. 
Little or no flax grown. 

Lacombe—Wheat coming on well, 
average height about 14 inches and is 
ahead of last year as regards stand. 
It has had no serious set-back, Oat 
crop was never better at this date, 
and there has been a great increase 
in acreage this season. Barley was 
all in about May 20, and is well up. 
Have had about two inches rainfall 
since May 18, While rain is not badly 
needed, a good shower would be wel- 
come. No flax in this district 

Stettler—Wheat in this district 3 to 
5 in. high compares favorably with 
last year, No untoward conditions 
retarding growth past month, Bar- 
ley seeding completed two weeks, oats 
looking healthy, flax crop about dou- 
ble that of last year. ILad several 
heavy showers locally and four to five 
inches of snow June 1. Subsequent 
warm weather promoted — rapid 
growth ; 

Camrose—Spring wheat is three or 
four inches high, while fall wheat is 
seven; crop is in better condition than 
last year. Weather splendid during 
the month with abundance of moisture 
and no damage by frost or otherwise. 
Oats look good, Barley seeding com- 
pleted two weeks ago, and part of it 
up. Some rye headed. No flax 
grown here. 

Daysland—Whaeat-8. to 10 inches 
high, conditions most favorable, no 
setback since seeding commenced. 
Same can be said of oats which seem 
more advanced than usual at this time 
of year. Some barley and flax sown 
late but all grain up and looking 
well. Have had several big rains in- 
cliding a foot of soft snow on June 1, 
so rain is not needed Flax crop es- 
timated at about 1000 acres, 

High River—Wheat in this. district 
ranges .{ to 12 inches, average about 
seven. Spring conditions favorable, 
but rai: badly needed now. Land 
properly farmed greatly superior to 
where indifferent work was done. 
With favorable weather from now on 
average crop assured, Oats doing 
well as dry weather will permit. Lit- 
tle barley or flax grown in this ais- 
trict 

Macleod—The height of spring 
wheat is from four to six inches. 
Conditions not as far advanced as a 
year ago owing to lack of moisture. 
Winter wheat averages in height 20 
inches, maximum 36 inches. Contin- 
ued dryness holding back all crops, 
no great damage yet, but rain needed. 
Oat crop generally good but needs 
rain, Ilave had only occasional show- 
ers in district this year, no usual 
spring rains at all. 

Raymond—What ranges from 4 to 
20 inches high. Condition not so good 
as last year this date. No set-backs 
this spring except that the rainfall is 
very light. Oats and barley planted 
not coming along well owing to the 
drought. Practically no flax in this 
district. 

Magrath—Fall wheat 24 inches high 
and spring wheat about 7 inches, crop 
compares favorably with crop last 
year There has becu no special set 
back since May 18. Oat crop is look- 
ing splendid. All seeding over and 
very little has been Camaged. Had 
several good rains since last report 
yet rain is needed but not badly. 

Height average of wheai from 6 to 
8 inches; favorable comparison with 
last year. No special set-back since 
May 18. Oats well up and in good 
condition. Barley seeding completed 
June 1, crop is all above ground. Cop- 
ious rains in some parts; other parts 
rain needed. Flax about 100 acres. 
Prospects fine. 

Medicine Hat—Spring wheat is now 
up to a height of from % to to irches 
in this district; but is not as far for- 
ward by two or three weeks compared 
with last year A light frost on June 
2 resulted in a slight set-back. The 
prospects for the oat crop are ex- 
ceptionally good. Barley seeding was 
finished, by the last week in May, and 
it is all up, There has been very lit- 
tle rain this month close to the city. 
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but yesterday the country to the south 
got the benefit of heavy showers; 
more is needed. 

Calgary—Spring wheat is well 
above ground though it is not as far 
advanced as it was at this time last 
year Fall wheat is 16 to 18 inches in 
height and its condition is better than 
the average man thinks, Dry weather 
in the last month held it back some, 
but the necessary moisture has come 
and no fears need be entertained con- 
cerning it. ‘The oat crop looks very 
promising. In fact it never looked 
better in Alberta at this time of the 
year. Barley seeding is completed 
and more than half of it is up. A 
large percentage of winter wheat 
was killed in Alberta, and 20 per cent 
of the Jand has been resown in flax, 4o 
per cent, in spring wheat and go per 
cent. in oats. It is estimated that the 
average in flax is from 5.000 to 10,000 
acres more than last year. 

Bow Island—Spring wheat 6 to. 15 
inches high. Fall grain looking good 
and fair crop. assured if rain comes 
within next ten days. 
compare favorably with last year, no 
special setback havin occurred. Oat 
crop looking fairly well. 


Pincher Creek—Wheat in this dis- 
trict 30 inches high, ‘The wheat crop 
is at least three weeks further advanc- 
ed than last year at this time.

STOCK FARMING 
SHOULD BE ENCOURAGED 


There are many reasons why live 
stock production and its sister fndus- 
try, dairying, siouwld be encouraged 
in the Canadian West. Grain grow- 
ing alone is a retrogresive method of 
farming. Jt is much like ewtting down 
the forest without making any provi- 
sion for a future supply.of trees, Grain 
growing succeeds for a while on the 
rich prairie lands of the West, but 
not for all ‘time. Eventually, weeds 
creep in and choke out the grain, the 
fertility lin the dand as depleted and 
the power to produce is gradually Jes. 
sened to the vanishing point. Not so 
with mixed farming or a system of 
farming in which live stock form an 
important part. Sueli a system, well 
handled and consistently worked out, 
increases the productive power of the 
land resultang in constantly increas- 
ing yields of grain and greater pro- 
fits per acre, Then, too, the protits 
fromthe live stock end-of the business 
itself are worth while, Thus, while 
the building up process is going on 
there is a steady income over and 
above the cost of providing is. The 
sources of revenue are lincreased and 
the annual income from the farm very 
much augmented, This is the strong 
argument in favor of live stock hus- 
bandry, No farmer can exist long on 
grain growing only. It reduces his 
capital iin soil fertility and he has 
fewer assets at the end of ten years 
than when he ‘began. 

The Western farmer can make no 
mistake iby amaking lve stock hus- 
bandry an important part of his farm- 
ing operations, It will help him to 
maintain ‘the fertility of the virgin 
prainie and prove a source of profit- 
able investment besides, The trouble 
with many a prairie farmer is that he 
does not get into the live stock game 
soon enough, ‘The rich prairie soil 
looks good. Wath favorable weather 
conditions it gives forth fin abundance 
for a few years of wheat and other 
grains, and the farmer is deluded into 
thinking that it will always do so. 
The introduciion of live stock dnto his 
farming operations is thu’s often de- 
ferred too,Jong and it takes many 
years to get the land back to any- 
thing like its original fertility, The 
thing to do is to sbegin early. Make 
live stock husbandry a part of the 
farming operations from the begin- 
ning. Begin before the soil has lost 
its productive power, to supply the 
means of maintaining soil fertility. 
The task will be an easy one as cone 
pared with starting din when the dand 
becomes poor. No farmer, not even 
the prairie farmer, can afford to allow 
his store house of. fertility to be de- 
pleted. He should watch dt as he 
would his bank account and not allow 
his account ‘to be overdrawn,
